Remembrance Day in the Netherlands and in Perth 


REMEMBRANCE DAY. 

Every year at 8 pm on 4 May, the Dutch commemorate civilians and soldiers, who have 
died in the Kingdom of the Netherlands, or elsewhere in the world, since the outbreak 
of the Second World War, both in war situations and in peacekeeping missions, with 
two minutes of silence. Prior to this homage, a commemorative service is held at the 
National Monument on the Dam square in Amsterdam, with speeches and the laying of 
wreaths. 


NATIONAL COMMEMORATIONS. 

Every Municipality commemorates Remembrance Day in its own way. Dutch 
television stations also devote considerable attention to this tradition. Besides the 
National Monument on the Dam square, there are broadcasts of the commemorations at 
the Waalsdorpervlakte near the Hague, where many Dutch resistance fighters were 
executed during the war, and at the war cemetery Grebbeberg. 


A TWO MINUTES OF SILENCE.

SKATING ON NATURAL ICE. 
You may hear Dutch people grumbling about how cold it is, how the cold weather is 
slowing down trains, how flights are not taking off from Schiphol, how long it took them to 
get to work and how it makes for a freezing commute by biking — but III let you in on a 
little-know fact: ”Secretly they like, no - LOVE it!" 
They love the low temperatures, the frosty wind, the frost-capped canal houses and the 
gleaming sunshine. They love the excitement it brings; the excitement it adds to an 
otherwise grey and dreary endless Dutch winter. 
Couple the snow, the sun and the cold with the anticipation of skating on natural ice, and 
collectively, you have almost 16 million people on the brink of a national orgasm. 
Dutch people love to skate, but more importantly, they love the elusiveness of skating on 
natural ice in the great 
outdoors. 
Of course, being able to skate 
outdoors for a few days every 
few years is one thing, but

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Haven't heard of the Elfstedentocht jet? Why, you must be walking around with your hands 
firmly on your ears! Every year, when temperatures hit a certain degree, the big debate 
begins: "Will it or won't it happen?! Oh my! Oh my!!!” 

The Eleven Cities Tour, the Dutch's national pride, is an ice-skating marathon held in 
Friesland, with participants happily skating through 11 Dutch towns on a mere 200 
kilometres of natural ice paths. In the past 25 years, the Elfstedentocht has happened … … 
only ONCE in 1997, Before that there were two consecutive year 1985 and 1986, which is a 
unusual occurrence. The thought of it possibly ever happening again is extremely exciting 
to those ice-loving Dutch people! 

The odds each year are grim, but that doesn’t stop Dutch people from wishing and hoping, 
and more importantly — practicing! Go to any rink or body of slightly frozen water in the 
middle of a cold Dutch winter and you will see scores of Dutchies sharpening their blades 
and practicing their moves in, hopes of a 
great 11-City race! 

The race almost took place in 2012. In 
fact, the ice was set, the date was 
announced, the tickets distributed....and 
then the annoying sun started to shine, 
parts of the racetrack started to melt and 
the whole thing was called off — painfully 
—amere 3 days before the big event! 

The rule of thumb seems to be 3 nights of 
-10C before the canals are safe enough to 
walk/skate on. 

Many a tourist has had the extreme 
pleasure of ice skating down Amsterdam’s 
City Centre canals and it is a memory they

The everlasting battle against the sea by the Dutch 


Creation of new land known as Polders. 

The low lying areas in the Netherlands were caused by a number of things. Some were 
natural causes such as flooding, wind and tidal flow of rivers and inundation by the North 
Sea, but others were man-made. “How so?” you may ask. 

Over centuries large fields of peat were formed through decaying plant material. This 
soaked up a lot of water from the very many rivers flowing through the Netherlands. 
However, once they learned that dried peat was good for heating, it became a valuable 
resource. Peat was dug in large quantities between 800 and 1000 as well as in later 
centuries. However, water was still present with nowhere to go. Hence, they dug trenches or 
drains to drain the water to the nearest river. This is in reverse to the early Egyptians, who 
dug similar trenches to take water from the Nile to irrigate their land. 


Between 1000 and séð a Ee 
1200, the harvesting of Me k mt 

peat had substantially 
lowered the ground 
level. In addition, the k 
peat had now dried out, Bk 
as it had been exposed 
to the air, causing 
oxidisation, which 
would shrink the peat 
and cause a further fall 
ground level. In effect, 
what had occurred was 
the creation of land 
that was now lower 
than the average water 
level of the Zuiderzee. 
In today's modern 
world, Climate Change 
has raised the concern that the Oxidisation of Peat causes CO2 emissions equivalent to 1.7 
Million cars. Presently, about 9% or 290,000 hectares of the Netherlands is still covered by 
Peat Soils. The degradation of peat soils also causes emissions of Nitrogen (N), Phosphorus 
(P) and Sulphur Dioxide or Sulphate (SO4) towards surface waters. So, this brings a 
modern dimension to water management. 


The first Polder. 

In 1330, the area around Gouda had two rivers. At low tide, the water level of the river the 
“Oude Rijn” (Old Rhine) was higher than that of the “Hollandse IJssel”. So, work had 
started to ensure water in these low lying areas was diverted to the Hollandse Ijssel via a 
water-retaining ring and/or quay. This then became the very first Polder. 

During the 1330s, many more polders were built along the river Gouwe, which runs 
between the Oude Rijn and the Hollandse IJssel. However, the water was not pumped out as 
yet. Excess water was released through Locks and therefore allowed for some control of the 
water levels. But once the ground level fell even further below the water level of the rivers 
outside this newly won land, different methods of removing excess water became 
necessary. 

The use of bailing barrels as well as Mills driven by human effort or horses came into

Today, however, almost everyone of 
= these Windmills have been replaced 
by electric- and diesel driven 

pumps. 
Even in these early times, there was 
a separate institution set up to 
á manage, control and maintain the 
dikes, pumps and locks. 
It is worth noting, that the current 
“Rijkswaterstaat” came into 
"Se existence during the Napoleonic 
ge years 1795 - 1814. It came into 
> existence in 1798 under the name of 
Sk aS “Bureau voor den Waterstaat”. Prior 
Peat drying out before being taken to the Towns and Cities. to this ume, managing water was a 
fragmentation of management by 
Central Government, the various Provinces, the various water boards and local authorities. 
The name was changed to “Rijkswaterstaat” in 1848. 
The “Bureau voor den Waterstaat” was created after disastrous floods, due to the poor 
condition of river beds and the dikes being very weak. The “Bureau voor den Waterstaat” 
principal task now was to construct, manage and maintain rivers, canals, flood defences and 
polders. 


Polders that were created from peat marshes include the Alblasserwaard and 
Krimpenerwaard in Zuid-Holland, the Bommelerwaard in Gelderland and Lopikerwaard in 
Utrecht. There are also polders that were created from what once were lakes. These include 
the Beemster, Purmer, Schermer, Wormer and Haarlemmermeer. Amsterdam International 
Airport Schiphol, lies inside the Haarlemmermeer polder. 


Then there are areas that have been recovered from what once was the Sea. Examples of 
these are the Wieringerwaard (1610), Wieringermeer Polder (21-08-1930), Noordoost 
Polder (1939-42) and Flevopolder (East Flevopolder 1950-1957 & South Flevopolder 1959- 
1968). The Flevopolder is the 7 

largest artificial Island in the A _ > 
world.

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Interesting Reading - a Land 


Saeftinghe Land. 

It was with great interest that I 
read John Zwartkruis’ articles 
in the May magazine, 
reiterating the “everlasting 
battle against the sea by the 
Dutch”. When it came to the 
All Saints Flood of 1570, I 
vaguely remembered a legend 
about: “Het gezonken land van 
Saeftinghe”, (the drowned land 
of Saeftinghe.) When I looked Ø 
it up in Wikipedia, I decided to 
share it with you — who doesn't like a Dutch legend? So with reference to John's article, 
I'm taking the liberty to submit the following on the Saefthinge Legend, a story about a 
Mermaid and her Merman … 


The Saeftinghe Legend is an Old Dutch folk tale that explains the sunken City of 
Saeftinghe in Eastern Zeelandic Flanders near Nieuw-Namen, The Netherlands, that existed 
until it was entirely flooded by sea waters in 1584. The legend says the City was the most 
prosperous City on the fertile lands of the Schelde, but the inhabitants grew vain and proud. 
The farmers dressed in silk, their horses wearing silver and even the thresholds of homes 
were made from gold. The wealth attracted poor migrants, but the people of Saeftinghe 
showed no mercy and chased the migrants away with sticks and dogs. Greed corrupted the 
hearts of men and turned them blind for imminent threats. 


On a foggy day, a fisherman caught a Mermaid on the waters of the Western Scheldt. From 
the nets, the Mermaid warned him, Saeftinghe needed to change its ways or suffer the 
inevitable dire consequences. When the Mermaid's husband surfaced and asked for his wife 
to be set free, the fisherman refused and yelled at him. The Merman cursed the fisherman 
and his City, screaming: "The lands of Saeftinghe will fall, only its towers will continue to 
stand tall!" 


The people of Saeftinghe, occupied with greed, forgot to take care of their dikes. One day, 
when a maid went to get water from a well, she noticed cod and other fish swimming in it. 
The sea was penetrating, the water turning salt. With the All Saints' flood of 1570, a huge 
tidal wave washed over the lands of Saeftinghe, destroying the Towns of Sint-Laureins, 
Namen and Casuwele, killing all inhabitants. 


Saeftinghe withered and soon only its towers testified of its prosperous past until the City 
finally sank into the muddy swamps. 

On foggy days, the tower bells call for help from what was once a wealthy place, but is now 
a doomed world covered in mud, captured by the sea. Another Saeftinghe legend holds the 
belief that visitors of the area and inhabitants of the nearby village of Emmadorp, 
sometimes see 'ghosts' in the fog. According to the legend, the ghosts are the spirits of the 
inhabitants of the three Towns killed in the flood.

Coevorden is a City and Municipality in 
the Povince of Drenthe, the Netherlands. 


During the 1998 Municipal reorganisation in the 
Province, Coevorden merged with Dalen, Sleen, 
Zweelo and Oosterhesselen, but retained its own 
name. The name Coevorden means: "Cows 
Crossing." 

In August 2017, it had a population of 35,267. Coevorden received City rights in 1408. It is 
the oldest City in the province of Drenthe.
